o The ae Will not involve itself in emergency drills or 
functions public service events unless it is specifically 
requested by the S.£.C. on a case-by-case basis. 

o The Council will not attempt to tell eA club or individual what 
it should or should not do. It will attempt to assist any club 
only on request. — . 

o The Council will generally be in contact with clubs or 
organizations, rather than with individuals. It is a club 
service organization.
